*G*S.R. 521(E)*—In exercise of the powers conferred 
sub-section (1) of section 25 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 
1962) and in supersession of the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Department of Revenue and Banking 
No. 182-CustomN, dated the 2nd August, 1976, the Central
